The vacancy on the 14-strong council 
could be filled by the staging of a by- 
election if ten or more members of the 
electorate request an election. If there is 
no call for an election, the vacancy will 
be filled by co-option.

None of the existing councillors were 
elected as there were not enough nomina¬ 
tions for a vote, with just ten nominations 
being made for the 14 seats last May. 
Four new councillors were then co-opted 
in June - Mrs Robinson (pictured right), 
Brian Larcombe MBE, Richard Doney 
and Steve Miller. 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor 
Owen Lovell, confirmed that Mrs Robin¬ 


son - who sat on 
the council’s 
Strategy & Pol¬ 
icy and Tourism 
& Economic 
Development 
committees but 
had been unable 
to attend meet¬ 
ings for some 
weeks - had ten¬ 
dered her resig- 
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nation and expressed the hope that there 
would be a contest to fill her vacancy. 

In her letter, she said 
she felt it was only fair 
to stand down and allow 
someone else with more 
time to serve the coun¬ 
cil the chance to stand 
for election. 

West Dorset District 
Council’s electoral team 
will now issue a Notice 
of Vacancy, which will 
include a deadline for 
electors to come for¬ 
ward to request a by- 
election.

This includes land used by the power boat club, 
the bowling club, the boat building academy, the 
trailer park, the gig club, and West Dorset District 
Council. 

Councillors in the last administration agreed to 
carry out a review of the town council-owned as¬ 
sets in-and-around Monmouth Beach, with the 
town clerk preparing a report which outlined how 
much money the council currently makes from 
leasing the land out and how much it could make 


by using this land for further car parking on chalet 
sites. 

The report sparked outrage from organisations 
which currently use the area, particularly Lyme 
Regis Bowling Club after comments were made 
on the possibility of moving the bowling green to 
Strawberry Lield. However, councillors at the time 
confirmed that no decision had been made and 
they were just looking at all options. 

The town clerk’s report was brought to the new 
council administration last month, resulting in fur¬ 
ther complaints made on social networking site 
Lacebook in which residents described the possi¬ 
bility of creating more car parking and chalet sites 
in place of club facilities as “an absolute disgrace 


and an abuse of power”. 

Councillors again assured the public that no de¬ 
cisions had been made and proposed setting up a 
private working group to take the matter forward. 
However, it was agreed to hold the working group 
meetings in public after Councillor Derek Hallett 
said that Monmouth Beach-based clubs were con¬ 
cerned about their future. 

The working group meeting next week will be 
the first time the new council administration will 
give full consideration to the future use of these 
assets. 

Any recommendations from the working group 
will be formally considered by the full council or 
one of its committees. 


Council to consider taking on Digital Lyme project 


LYME Regis Town Council will consider tonight 
(Wednesday) whether it wants to take on the Digital 
Lyme project from the Development Trust. 

Digital Lyme is currently owned and managed by 
Lyme Regis Development Trust (LRDT). It was set 
up in 2012 and was the UK’s largest community- 
based wi-fi network, providing wireless broadband 
along the seafront. 

Its aim is to “connect visitors to the local people and 
businesses as an online community”, and to “create 
social, economic and environmental solutions for 
community issues”, such as helping to create a year- 
round economy for Lyme Regis by developing digital 
products which can be used on the seafront. 

Digital Lyme has received between £60-70,000 in 
investment, including £20,000 from LRDT and the 
remainder from external bodies. However, the trust 
no longer wants to continue with the project as it does 
not have the financial resources, and is asking the 



town council if it wants to take on the operation. 

Despite admitting it has been unable to find means 
to finance further development and achieve economy 
of sale with Digital Lyme, LRDT has described the 
project as “demonstrated, practicable and valued”. It 
added that if the council did not wish to operate it di¬ 
rectly, the trust could transfer it but maintain it on be¬ 


half of the council. 

In a report to be considered by councillors at 
tonight’s full council meeting, town clerk John 
Wright says: “The system doesn’t pay for itself, 
LRDT cannot finance further development and 
wishes to pursue other projects. 

“LRDT will gift the kit to the town council but Dig- 


02 says service restored after 
users complain of poor signal 


LYME Regis residents were left furious after poor 
mobile phone reception affected them for nearly 
two weeks, but the phone company in question 
said it has now successfully resolved the issue. 

02 users in Lyme Regis were left with patchy 
signal for over a week, with many users taking to 
social networking site Facebookto vent their frus¬ 
trations. 

One local resident, John Ridley, a former head 
of radio engineering for 02, took it upon himself 
to chase up the company on behalf of others 
struggling with the problem, and said the town 
had been receiving poor service for"far too long". 

John said: "I worked at 02 and had a contract 
with them up until two years ago, when I would 
have months of patchy coverage. I complained 
constantly to them and my queries were dis¬ 
missed, so I cancelled my contract by saying that 
they had broken their agreements. 

"A contract with 02 says that they will provide 
service and as they weren't able to provide that, 
they had broken their contract and their agree-

ment." 

The View from Lyme Regis contacted 02 for com¬ 
ment and a spokesperson last week said: "We 
have been working with our third party provider 
to restore service in Lyme Regis, after their ca¬ 
bling equipment was damaged. As a result, they 
will need to replace over 1,000 metres of equip¬ 
ment, which will involve road closures and care¬ 
ful planning with the local council." 

02 initially said it was unable to give any 
timescales for the work but confirmed on Mon¬ 
day that their third party supplier's engineers 
had successfully replaced the damaged cable 
that provides connectivity to its mast. 

"Service has now been restored with the site 
successfully carrying traffic," the spokesperson 
added.

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ital Lyme’s operating and maintenance costs will fall 
to the town council.” 

Mr Wright pointed out that the takeover of Digital 
Lyme was not a council objective and there is no 
money in the budget for this project. However, as a 
holding measure to allow the council time to make a 
decision, LRDT has submitted a grant application of 
£4,200, which will be considered with other minor 
and medium grant applications at an extraordinary 
meeting of the council on March 23rd. LRDT be¬ 
lieves the system to be robust following its own 
£10,000 investment into the project last year. 

Digital Lyme’s annual operating costs are £4,212, 
which covers a salary for Lisa Quick who currently 
operates the system, and the broadband feed. This 
does not include repair and maintenance costs. 

Subscription services were previously trialled for 
Digital Lyme but even at peak usage this income 
would not pay for outgoings.

Emergency crews attend third 
mud rescue in three weeks 


LYME Regis lifeboat crew and local coastguards 
were called to the rescue of a man trapped up to his 
waist in mud east of Charmouth on Friday-the third 
incident of its kind in three weeks. 

The lifeboat was launched at 5.55pm after reports 
of a man stuck in the mud under Golden Cap. Two 
crew members went ashore to assess the situation 
while the remaining lifeboat crew ferried five from 
Lyme Regis Coastguards from Seatown to Golden 
Cap so that they could perform a mud rescue. 

Lyme Regis Coastguards later described the inci¬ 
dent as a "very difficult mud rescue in the dark"and 
said that they were unable to rely on their flank 
team from West Bay which usually assists with mud 
rescues, as they had been called out on a 28-hour 
search following hoax calls. 

The 34-year-old man was trapped for some two 
and a half hours about ten metres from the water's 
edge. 

The man and his 32-year-old female companion 
were taken by lifeboat to Lyme Regis harbour and 
treated for the effects of cold by paramedics at the 
lifeboat station. 

Lifeboat operations manager Nick Marks said: 
"This was a first class rescue operation, and a classic 
illustration of teamwork between our volunteer 



lifeboat crew and the coastguards." 

On February 19th a teenage girl on holiday in the 
area became stuck in mud below the cliffs east of 
Charmouth, and less than a week later a man in his 
50s became trapped in the same spot. 

A coastguard spokesperson said: "The best way 
you can ensure your safety and the safety of others 
is to avoid climbing on cliffs, mudflows or over rock 
falls. If you do become stuck in mud, try and spread 
your weight as much as possible, avoid moving and 
stay as calm as you can. 

"Discourage others from attempting to rescue 
you, because without proper training and specialist 
equipment they could also become stuck. Ring 999 
and ask for the coastguard."

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Two unitary authorities is preferred 
way forward for county councillors 


DORSET county councillors have voted for a change 
in the set-up of local government, voting for two coun¬ 
cils in Dorset rather than nine, which could see more 
powers given to Lyme Regis Town Council. 

At a full meeting last week, county councillors had 
the opportunity to openly debate six options for reduc¬ 
ing the number of councils in Dorset, or not. 

A clear majority of councillors voted to change to a 
model of two unitary councils, made up of either one 
unitary council for the current county council area and 
one for Bournemouth and Poole, or one for the area 
of East Dorset, North Dorset, Purbeck, West Dorset, 
Weymouth and Portland and one for Bournemouth, 
Poole and Christchurch. 

Councillor Robert Gould, leader of Dorset County 
Council, said: “We had a thorough debate in which 
nearly all county councillors had their say. It was en¬ 
couraging to see agreement that we need to change 
and do things better for the people of Dorset. 

“We now have a clear consensus around having one 
new council serving the whole ‘shire’ Dorset area, 
with an enhanced role for town and parish councils to 
deliver local services and strengthen their identity. 

“This would simplify the structure of local govern¬ 
ment for residents, save money and help our case for 
a really ambitious devolution deal for Dorset. 

“We will continue to work with the other Dorset 
councils to develop a solution for the whole county. 

“A key part of this will be consulting with local peo¬ 
ple to make sure everyone has a chance to be involved. 

“This is a great opportunity for the whole of Dorset 
to create something that supports the future needs and 
ambitions of the county.” 

The vote is not a binding decision for the council. 
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but indicates the prefered way forward. 

The council voted unanimously to do more work on 
the preferred options and a report will be brought to 
its meeting with a view to developing a full business 
case. 

Before the council makes any decisions, it will give 
local people the chance to have their say in a public 
consultation, which is likely to be held in the summer. 

Lyme Regis town, district and county councillor 
Daryl Turner has described this as a “fascinating time 
in local government”, adding that he believes the set¬ 
up of two unitary authorities for Dorset to be the right 
way forward and is looking forward to “moving this 
at pace”. 

He commented: “Having attended the Dorset County 
Council debate last week followed up by a similar Sat¬ 
urday morning meeting of the Tri Partnership (North 
Dorset District Council, West Dorset District Council 
and Weymouth & Portland Borough Council) we 
came to very similar result. These were not decisions 
but gave an indication as to a way forward. 

“The conclusion was to look in detail at Options 3 and 
4 which, to summarise, was a Bournemouth & Poole 
unitary authority and a unitary authority for the rest of 
Dorset, or a Bournemouth, Poole & Christchurch uni¬ 
tary authority and a unitary authority for the rest of 
Dorset (West, North, Weymouth & Portland, East & 
Purbeck). 

“My view is simple; we now have a clear steer from 
government moving forward and I see two options - 
progressing an agreement on our terms or being told 
how future governance will work. 

“I want to see us pushing ahead on our terms as soon 
as possible with the financial climate dedicating this 
approach. I see options 3/4 as best for Dorset. I see 
parochial issues as detail that can be discussed and de¬ 
termined as we move forward. We should not be risk 
adverse. 

“I do hope we can work towards what is best for the 
communities of Dorset; even if a reduction of coun¬ 
cillors is part of that result.” 

County councillors rejected the options for a single 
Dorset unitary authority for Bournemouth, Dorset and 
Poole, two other options for separate unitary authori¬ 
ties, and of making no change to the current structure. 
All councils are working together to agree on their 
preferred option before the business case is submitted 
to the secretary of state at the beginning of next year.

Parish council objects to new 
school over highways concerns 


UPLYME Parish Council has objected to plans for 
a new primary school in the village over "pro¬ 
found" highways concerns. 

The trustees of Mrs Ethelston's Primary School 
in Uplyme, the existing site of which in Pound 
Road is pushed for space, received planning per¬ 
mission for a new school on land adjacent to the 
village hall in January 2013, but as this permis¬ 
sion was due to expire earlier this year, a re¬ 
newed application has been submitted to East 
Devon District Council. 

Despite raising some highways concerns in 
2012, Uplyme Parish Council gave their support 
for the original plans. But the council has now 
objected to the new application, saying it has 
"profound concerns over the danger and con¬ 
gestion that may be caused by the single access 
on the B3165 to the site crossed by pedestrians". 

A statement made by the parish council's Plan¬ 
ning Committee chairman, AndrewTurner, said: 
"The Planning Committee strongly feels that a 
single in/out entrance to the school will cause 
problems on the B3165, causing traffic to back 
up past Cooks Mead roundabout and the chi¬ 
cane by the Talbot Arms; and also problems for 
people trying to get in and out of the filling sta¬ 
tion especially on the way to work in the morn¬ 
ing. 

"The council holds the school and the trustees 
entirely responsible for managing the traffic to 
avoid such conflicts, and the safety of pedestri¬ 
ans crossing the access. 

"Members felt that a one-way flow of traffic 
through the school site, with an exit onto the 
Masters Close slip road, is both vastly preferable, 
and necessary, despite the professed objections 
of Devon County Council Highways to this. If 
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measures are not taken, the concern is that a se¬ 
rious accident involving pedestrians will be al¬ 
most inevitable." 

In its response to East Devon District Council, 
Uplyme Parish Council added:"The currently un¬ 
acceptable traffic situation in Pound Lane is pro¬ 
posed to be transferred to a busy main road, 
which is madness. 

"Anything other than a double access (in and 
out) will almost inevitably cause a serious or fatal 
accident, for which the design of this application 
will be responsible. Either a way to construct the 
one-way flow of traffic must be found, or the 
school must not be built. 

"The council supports the need for a new 
school, but cannot support these dangerous ac¬ 
cess proposals." 

The application sets out plans for a two-storey 
school building on land between Uplyme Village 
Hall and the new housing off Lyme Road, im¬ 
provements to existing access off Lyme Road, car 
parking, an all weather play and sports area, a 
grassed playing field and associated infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

It has so far received five other letters of objec¬ 
tion and 30 letters of support, including from 
local MP Neil Parish who said the existing school 
was "creaking at the seams and cannot expand 
in situ".

L YME Youth Theatre has gained an enviable rep¬ 
utation in recent years and has provided a plat¬ 
form for young performers to explore 
innovative theatrical works while pushing the 
boundaries of their own acting talents. 

More recently, the group has been afforded the 
opportunity of being part of the National Theatre's 
Connections Festival, which aims to give young 
people aged 13-19 the experience of professional 
theatre-making with deviceful and fresh new writ¬ 
ing. 

This year the annual festival saw a myriad of differ¬ 
ent works commissioned for youth theatres across 
the country and the talented Lyme Regis group, 
under the direction of the Marine Theatre's artistic 
director Clemmie Reynolds, chose"BedbugThe Mu¬ 
sical" by Snoo Wilson, Guy Pratt and Gary Kemp. 

The piece is based on Vladimir Mayakovsky's 1929 
satire and is a fable with echoes of "Animal Farm". 
The story is often complicated and sometimes quite 
baffling, but attempts to highlight the distrust of au¬ 
thority and the threat of the independent voice to 
the socialist system during a time of growing disil¬ 
lusion with the Soviet Union. 

Joe Urquhart led the cast as Ivan Varlet, a drunkard 
mechanic who desperately tries to climb the social 
ladder until his forays into the upper echelons of so¬ 
ciety are thwarted by an untimely fire and absurd 
cryogenic freezing interruption. He is thawed-out 
many years later, but sadly finds himself part of a zo¬ 
ological experiment in which, along with a Bedbug, 
he is gaped at by an unrecognisable Russian society. 

Urquhart was utterly compelling as the social 
climber and his grasp of the perplexing character 
and plot were really quite awe inspiring.

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Art society president demonstrates architectural painting 



LYME Regis Art Society's popular president, Terry 
Whitworth, recently demonstrated architectural 
painting for members. 

Currently working on buildings in Bridport for a 
new book, Terry allows creativity to bring out the 
essential character of buildings whilst accurately 
recording main structures and features. He had 
sketched the restaurant, Beach and Barnicott, and 
the Congregational Church by standing opposite, 
drawing the main geometrical shapes whilst accu¬ 
rately recording proportions, verticals and horizon¬ 
tals. Masking fluid, put on with old brush, served to 
isolate elements such as window frames to retain 
highlights. 

Working on heavy (400gms) unstretched paper, 
he washed dark mixes of Windsor blue and neutral 
tint watercolour across window areas - these darks 
suggesting what needed doing next - then blocked 
in the front of the restaurant with loose, grey neutral 
tints, keeping to a very loose and fluid style. 

A flat wash of yellow ochre was laid across the 
church and dark lines added to the roofs, Terry not- 


MANY of you will know that next Sunday is called 
Palm Sunday, when we remember Jesus riding into 
Jerusalem upon a donkey, to the acclamation of the 
crowds. 

At this stage Jesus was the country boy from Galilee 
“made good”, a local celebrity. Many in the crowd sin¬ 
cerely hoped that he would initiate a popular revolution 
against the hated religious and political establishment.

The threat that he posed so alarmed the authorities that 
their plans to assassinate him had to be hastily revised 
and brought forward. Jesus, of course, had other ideas 
- he was a man of peace, not of war! He had already de¬ 
cided upon another “cunning plan” that would achieve 
his purposes by a much better route. More on this next 
week. 

Many Christian churches honour Jesus’ entry into 
Jerusalem by taking their Palm Crosses (made of gen-

uine palm leaves) and waving them proudly as we sing 
favourite hymns such as “All glory, laud, and honour to 
Thee, Redeemer, King. To whom the lips of children 
made sweet hosannas ring.” Sometimes we have pro¬ 
cessions through the streets, as in Jesus’ day, with a live 
donkey and full size palm branches for children to wave. 

We cannot promise all this at St Michael’s in Lyme 
Regis, but we do start our main service on Sunday 20th 
with a choir-led procession from the cliff edge of the 
churchyard at 9.45am down into the church. Whitchurch 
Canonicorum have a longer procession, starting at 
10.45am from the Five Bells Pub if you prefer!

I don't recognise council which was 
described as'autocratic and corrupt' 


■ COUNCILLOR Rickard states West Dorset District 
Council (WDDC) wasted over £15million on West 
Walks House in Dorchester (View From Lyme Regis, 
March 2nd). 

In fact, the cost of South Walks House (SWH) was 
some £9.7million which has to be offset by the 
£1.5million-plus achieved from the sale of Stratton 
House and the £3million it was estimated would be 
needed to upgrade Stratton House to meet minimal ac¬ 
ceptable standards had WDDC remained put. Thus, in 
fact a cost of under £5.2million - not £15million. 
These costs are a matter of record. 

Furthermore, SWH was estimated to save over £400k 
p.a. offsetting its cost in some 10 years. SWH is a very 
green building. Since the original concept, staff from 
Weymouth & Portland Borough Council and North 
Dorset District Council have been accommodated in 
SWH resulting in even more savings, and further sav¬ 
ings as we have now being able to merge the workforce 
of the three councils. Such savings would have been 
difficult to achieve without SWH 

Councillor Rickard also criticises the decision of 
WDDC’s cross party quasi judicial committee to ap¬ 
prove a planning application contrary to the officers’ 
recommendation. Whilst I did not vote in favour of ap¬ 
proval of that particular application, the reasons the 
majority did so were valid and lawful. The £20,000 
costs of the enquiry that had to be borne by the council 
tax payer resulted from complaints (shown to be un¬ 
founded) by members of the public who did not accept 
the democratic decision. 

As a member of WDDC for 25 years (Independent, 
Lib Dem and now Conservative) I do not recognise 
Dave Rickard's description of our current council 
being “autocratic and corrupt elite-run”. Contrary to 
the impression portrayed by Public First, we do have 
cross party committees and major issues will often be 
the subject of member briefings by officers. Any mem¬ 
ber can attend the Executive and ask to speak. Execu¬ 
tive decisions often need to be ratified by full council

or are able to be called in. 

The current system (Cabinet or Executive) was a 
Labour government initiative and has some merit. If 
the referendum proposal is accepted (and if WDDC 
survives long enough as a separate council for the 
change to be implemented) the required change could 
have cost implications. Irrespective of the system the 
wish of the majority - whether of one party or cross 
party - will usually prevail. 

When and if a new council takes over from WDDC 
it may opt for a committee system but many councils 
prefer the cabinet or executive system (as currently 
used by Dorset County Council and WDDC). Unfor¬ 
tunately, once the petition was submitted costs were 
incurred for the tax payer (albeit limited to £95,000 
due to the PCC election on the same day). Even though 
the result may not have time to be implemented, for 
example, owing to the creation of a unitary authority I 
see no reason for not voting.

ing that, whilst the shops under these old buildings 
are very modern, it is the top halves which keep in¬ 
teresting features from their past.

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Jurassic Coast boosts local 


A NEW study has revealed that the Jurassic Coast 
World Heritage Site boosts the Dorset and East Devon 
economy by up to £lllmillion annually, and supports 
up to 2,000 jobs. 

Dorset County Council and its partners commis¬ 
sioned the Dorset Environmental Economy report to 
help drive future growth and influence decision-mak¬ 
ing. 

A team of experts led by consultants Ash Futures 
used a number of ways to measure the size of Dorset’s 
"environmental economy", including specific studies 
of the Jurassic Coast World Heritage Site (WHS) and 
Dorset Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

Surveys highlighted the high level of recognition and 
appreciation of the Jurassic Coast brand and the posi¬ 
tive view of the impact of the WHS designation held 
by businesses, visitors and residents. Overall, 90 per 
cent of businesses that responded to the survey felt that 
the Jurassic Coast brand had a positive impact on their 
business. The surveys also showed that the quality of 
the Dorset environment and the Jurassic Coast in par¬ 
ticular, is a key influence for people to visit the area. 

Local residents said that they: 

# Value the environment highly and see it as one of 
their main reasons for living there; 

# Understand there is a price for maintaining the nat¬ 
ural environment but over-estimate how much of their 
council tax is spent on it; 

# Value the contribution the environment makes to 
their well-being. 

Surveys undertaken as part of the report identified, 
amongst other things, a "willingness-to-pay" proxy for 
estimating the value that people place on accessing the 
Jurassic Coast. The average willingness-to-pay (WTP) 
was circa £37.44 per household per year. Aggregating 
this figure across households in Dorset and East Devon 
gives an overall WTP of circa £9.2milion. Given the 
relatively small figure that is currently contributed to 
the Jurassic Coast from the typical locals household 
tax bill (less than £1 per household), this is a useful il¬ 
lustration of the considerable value that residents attach 
to the Jurassic Coast. 

There has also been significant added value from the 
WHS designation and the subsequent brand through 
the leveraging of additional funding into the area from 


a wide variety of sources. Prior to designation, the 
Jurassic Coast received relatively little funding; since 
the area became a WHS and awareness raised through 
the brand, there has been significant investment in 
projects and infrastructure from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, private trusts, foundations and other sources. 

Doug Hulyer, chairman of the Jurassic Coast WHS 
Partnership, said: “Most of us know how special our 
Jurassic Coast is and now, for the first time, we can 
demonstrate its value in economic terms. It’s clear that 
the Jurassic Coast is a key environmental and social 
asset that can be used to drive sustainable economic 
development. 


AN investigation has been launched into the Dorset 
NHS 111 call centre after photos emerged of workers 
sleeping on the job, writes Lottie Welch. 

Healthwatch Dorset are calling on the NHS to re¬ 
spond to concerns after the pictures emerged in the 
Daily Mail of staff at the 111 centre in Dorset sleeping 
due to exhaustion, with an investigation into the al¬ 
legations also being launched by the Care Quality 
Commission. 

In the article, former senior call advisor at the cen¬ 
tre Sarah Hayes revealed that people with no medical 
training are being left alone all night in the call cen¬ 
tre. 

The Dorset centre, based in St Leonard's, is also 
under fire following the death of a one-year-old 
William Mead. 

In response to the reports highlighting concerns 
about the NHS 111 call centres, Joyce Guest, chair of 
Healthwatch Dorset, said: "These reports about our 
NHS 111 service are very disturbing and underline 
the importance of services listening to, taking seri¬ 
ously, and learning from, concerns raised not only by 
patients but by staff too. 

"One member of staff with no medical training left 
alone for a whole night in a call centre covering the 
whole of Dorset, with no nurse or paramedic, is a sit¬ 
uation which should never have happened and it 
must never happen again - ever. The service needs

"However, this will only happen if the value of the 
environment and the cost of damaging it are made part 
of decision-making by the stakeholders who have an 
interest in the future of the WHS, whether that be those 
responsible for managing the site, local businesses or 
residents. The future is in all our hands and I am con¬ 
fident we can work together to continue to benefit from 
our outstanding Jurassic Coast WHS.” 

Alexandra O’Dwyer, vice-chairman of the Jurassic 
Coast Trust, added: "The report shows the long-term 
economic value of our spectacular Jurassic Coast 
World Heritage Site and highlights how important it is 
that we look after it for the future. As well as providing 


to be adequately staffed at all times. 

"Exhausted staff are more likely to make mistakes 
and there needs to be enough medically trained staff 
available at all times, in addition to call handlers. 

"People trust the NHS to always look after them and 
their families, but sometimes this service is letting 
people down. 

"We call on the trust urgently to respond to the 
concerns that have been raised and say what they 
have done to ensure that sufficient and appropriate 
resources are in place at all times. Only then can the 
public have confidence in the NHS 111 service." 

Responding to reports in the national paper, Ruth 
Rankine, the Care Quality Commission's deputy chief 
inspector, said: "These allegations are unacceptable. 
We take them extremely seriously and are planning 
to carry out an early inspection to investigate. 

"We have also been working closely with commis¬ 
sioners and other local partners to make sure pa¬ 
tients are safe. 

"It is critical that patients using urgent and emer¬ 
gency care are assured it is safe, effective, caring, re¬ 
sponsive and well led." 

A spokesperson for the South Western Ambulance 
Service said:"Patient care and safety are top priorities 
for our organisation. 

"There are a number of allegations made in the 
Daily Mail that we strongly refute, however, there are

In my experience, tradespeople 
rarely separate recyclables from non- 
recyclables, so if you want to make your build 
more environmentally friendly, you'll need 
to police the skip (and any rubbish bags) and 
extract anything that should be in the 
recycling bin.

3. THE MATERIALS YOU USE: Many of us 
consider food miles when doing our weekly 
shop, but perhaps not where the products we 
use to renovate our homes come from. This 
may depend on your budget - for example, 
slate or stone from Brazil or India might be 
cheaper than British versions, but it's come a 
lot further and may have other ethical and 
environmental negatives associated with its 
production.

5. ECO EMULSION PAINT: If you're looking 
for eco emulsion paint, there are plenty of 
specialist brands. For example, Naturepaint 
(from £3.98 for a tester, B&Q) is a powdered 
paint (made in Cornwall using locally sourced 
ingredients) that you mix with water 
before use. For wood and metal, water-based 
paints contain fewer harmful VOCs (volatile 
organic compounds) than solvent-based 
ones. The former have disadvantages - they're 
rarely as hard wearing as solvent-based 
alternatives and you have to do several 
coats of white to get even coverage - but 
they also have big advantages. They 
dry quickly, are easier to remove from your 
skin and fabrics than solvent-based paints, 
and whites don't yellow, whereas most 
solvent-based ones do.

THE new Volvo S90 and V90 are now available 
to order in the UK, with on-the-road prices 
starting at £32,555 for the S90 saloon and 
£34,555 for the V90 estate. 

The S90 and V90 are the latest models to be 
built on Volvo's all-new Scalable Product Archi¬ 
tecture (SPA) platform and benefit from Volvo's 
ground-breaking Drive-E powertrains. Like the 
XC90 before them, they feature the new face of 
Volvo, including the T-shaped LED headlights 
that make them instantly recognisable. 

Both models will initially be available with a 
choice of two 2.0-litre, four-cylinder diesel en¬ 
gines - the tax-efficient D4 and the powerful 
and refined D5 PowerPulse - and in two trim 
levels, Momentum and Inscription. 

The front-wheel-drive 190 hp D4 comes with 
an eight-speed automatic gearbox, and offers 
combined fuel consumption of 64.2 mpg and 
C02 emissions of just 116 g/km in the S90. In the 
V90, these figures are 62.8 mpg and 119 g/km. 

The 235 hp D5 utilises an innovative technol¬ 
ogy called PowerPulse to boost responsive¬ 


ness. This uses compressed air, which is stored 
in a tank in the engine bay and refilled auto¬ 
matically, to spool up the turbo at low revs.This 
helps to overcome turbo lag, which is the short 
delay in the power delivery you experience in 
traditional turbocharged engines. To harness 
the engine's power, the D5 PowerPulse comes 
with all-wheel drive. An eight-speed automatic 
gearbox is also standard. 

Every version of the S90 and V90 is luxuri¬ 
ously equipped. As standard, even entry-level 
Momentum cars come with leather upholstery, 
LED headlights with active high beam, two- 
zone climate control with 'CleanZone'air-filtra- 
tion system, keyless engine starting and 
heated front seats.

This includes automatic 
emergency braking with pedestrian and cyclist 
detection, and the world-first application of 
large-animal detection. This feature helps to 
avoid or limit the severity of collisions with 
large animals such as deer or horses both at 
night and during the day. 

Moving up to Inscription adds Nappa soft 
leather upholstery, powered front seats, a 12.3" 
active TFT driver's information display (Mo¬ 
mentum cars get an 8" version), 18"diamond- 
cut/silver alloy wheels, keyless entry and 
handsfree boot/tailgate opening and closing. 
Additional premium touches include walnut 
interior inlays, rear footwell and side step illu¬ 
mination, and chrome exterior details. 

The optional Xenium package is available 
across the range and adds a powered tilt and 
slide glass sunroof (panoramic in the V90), a 
parking camera system with 360° surround 
view, and Park Assist Pilot, which includes au¬ 
tomatic parallel and 90° parking.

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SEAT announces UK pricing and specification for new-look Ibiza CUPRA range 


TWENTY years on from the birth of its 
iconic CUPRA performance arm, which all 
started with an Ibiza, SEAT has confirmed 
UK pricing and specification for the latest 
version of its pocket rocket. Among several 
key changes for the New Ibiza CUPRA are 
a new two-tier range, plus a raft of technical 
enhancements including a new engine 
with even more power and torque, plus 
the small matter of the reintroduction of a 
manual gearbox. 

The New Ibiza CUPRA shows the essence 
of the SEAT brand in its purest form - emo¬ 
tional design, outstanding performance 
and state-of-the-art technology, combined 
to create one of the most dynamic and en¬ 
joyable hot superminis to live with. 

Exclusively available in the SC (Sports 
Coupe) bodystyle, the new-look UK Ibiza 
CUPRA line-up will be available in two ver¬ 
sions. Kicking things off is the standard 
CUPRA for £18,100, £880 less than the pre¬ 
vious model (with DSG transmission), rising 
to £18,900 for CUPRA Black, which is ex¬ 
pected to be the best-selling version. 

Raft of technical improvements 

Among a series of changes with the New 
Ibiza CUPRA, arguably the two most telling 
are the switch to a six-speed manual gearbox, 
plus, a new, even more potent engine. In re¬ 


lation to the former, where 80% of the UK hot 
supermini class is stick shift-based, SEAT will 
be looking to make significant inroads. 

On top of these alterations come larger 
front brakes, plus CUPRA Drive Profile with 
adjustable damping and steering, offering 
two modes, Comfort and Sport. 

Powering the halo model in the Ibiza line¬ 
up is a completely new engine. Out goes 
the previous supercharged 1.4, replaced by 
a 1.8 TSI pushing out an additional 12 PS, 
and crucially, a hefty dose of 70Nm addi¬ 
tional torque, up to 320Nm, across a much 
broader rev range of 1,450 to 4,250 rpm. 
Performance is impressive with zero to 62 
mph dispatched in just 6.7 seconds, before 
heading on to a top speed of 146 mph. At 
the same time, its potency doesn't come at 
the expense of frugality, with fuel economy 
of 45.6 mpg on the combined cycle. 

Expressive design with powerful lines 

The new Ibiza CUPRA has a powerful and 
edgy stance, with the three-door Sports 
Coupe brought to life by sharply executed 
lines and edges.The accentuated rear shoul¬ 
ders and exclusive 17-inch alloy wheels also 
underline its performance. The high-gloss 
black door mirrors and front grille frame set 
a clear contrast to the Ibiza CUPRA's paint¬ 
work, while at the rear its broad bumper 


frames a substantial matt-black diffuser 
which incorporates the race-honed central 
exhaust tailpipe. Emocion Red is the stan¬ 
dard free-of-charge paint choice. 

The upgrades continue on the inside, with 
the latest Ibiza CUPRA taking a series of 
styling cues from its bigger brother, Leon. 
In comes a much higher quality interior, 
with more premium and tactile touches in¬ 
cluding a new steering wheel, air vents, in¬ 
strument panel and infotainment systems. 

Extensive equipment 

As well as the series of improvements 
under the skin, the New Ibiza CUPRA also 
ushers in several new items of equipment, 
including a five-inch Media System with 
colour touchscreen and DAB digital radio, 
Bluetooth® audio streaming and hands-free 
system, plus multi-function steering Wheel. 
In keeping with SEAT'S safety expertise, Hill 
Hold Control and Tiredness Recognition 
System have also been added to its long list 
of core equipment. 

Equipment on both versions is lavish. The 
standard CUPRA profers 17-inch 'Barcino' 
alloy wheels, auto lights and wipers, XDS 
electronic differential lock, CUPRA front 
sports seats, electrically adjustable, heated 
and folding door mirrors, plus climate control 
and cruise control. On the outside, the entry 


point to SEAT'S CUPRA line-up is immediately 
distinguishable through bi-xenon head¬ 
lamps with cornering lights and LED daytime 
running lights and LED rear lights, plus tinted 
glass on the side and rear windows. 

Moving up to the range-topping, and 
likely UK best-selling version, CUPRA Black, 
brings with it a whole host of styling and 
technology additions. Costing £800 more 
than the standard CUPRA, but offering 
around £1,000 worth of additional equip¬ 
ment, for an even sportier and striking look, 
it welcomes black alloy wheels with red 
brake calipers.

Senior decides to call it a day 


TREVOR Senior has announced that he will 
be leaving Bridport Football Club at the end 
of the season. 

The 54-year old former Reading and Mid¬ 
dlesbrough striker has decided that after 
seven seasons at the helm of the Bees it is 
time to stand down, and will leave St Mary's 
Field at the end of the current campaign in 
what is his second spell at the club. 

He told club chairman Adrian Scadding of 
his decision in a telephone call on Wednes¬ 
day morning. 

Senior told View Spot : "I'm leaving on 
good terms. I've had ten years over the two 
spells at the club and have thoroughly en¬ 
joyed it.There are some great people there 
working tirelessly off the field, and I have 
had great support from the players. 

My first spell was "old school", but the 
games changed particularly over the last 
couple of years. 

"Players have got so many other distrac¬ 
tions from football, and whilst we have 
some dedicated players at the club, I was 
finding it more difficult to keep everybody 
happy when they're available, and it was 
difficult to maintain a settled side due to 
unavailability. 

That's the only negative thing about the 
players as regards to some of their commit¬ 
ment. However there has always been a 
good spirit at the club." 

On his decision to call it a day he said:"l've 
been contemplating leaving for a while. 
There have been a few things over the last 
couple of weeks or so that have finally 
made my mind up. 

"It's made me think whether I can get my 
head around another pre-season, trying to 
get and keep players and sorting out pre¬ 
season friendlies. After Tuesday's game 
where I had one or two negative comments 
from around the ground I felt that I could¬ 
n't, and that it was time for someone else to 
have a go. Perhaps a fresh face at the helm 
might be just what Bridport need. 

"For me, it's the end of an era because I 
have loved it at Bridport, it's a great club, 
and I obviously wish them all the best in the 
future. 

"I have fifteen games left now and hope¬ 
fully I can go out on a high. I just feel having 
made the decision the pressure has lifted a 
bit, and I just want to enjoy it, which I 


haven't over the last couple of weeks. 

"When I spoke to my wife Karen on 
Wednesday night she said I will know when 
it is time, and that's now." 

Bridport Football Club Chairman Adrian 
Scadding said:"We'll be sorry to see him go, 
but respect his decision. He's been with the 
club for ten years over the two spells and 
has become a good friend as well as man¬ 
ager. 

"He'served the club well, been a very loyal 
and hard working and helps a lot fundrais¬ 
ing as well as running the football side, and 
the club is very appreciative of that. 

Having spoken on Wednesday, he told me 
he felt it was time for a break. It was a mu¬ 
tual decision and he has agreed to stay until 
the end of the season to allow us time to 
find a replacement. I wish him every suc¬ 
cess in what he may do in the future." 

Long serving defender Ryan Hayter who 
has been at the club for more than a 
decade and for all of Senior's second spell 
said of his boss: "He's been a really good 
manager for Bridport and I don't thinkthere 
is a manager in the Toolstation Western 
league that is currently as long at one club. 
He has brought stability at St Mary's, got us 
promotion back up to the Premier Division 
almost immediately, and kept us there. 

"He's a really nice guy and all the players 
who have played under him really like him, 
and has made a good impression. It will be 
very different without him being there, but 
I wish him all the best in the future." 

Dorchester-born Senior had a distin¬ 
guished professional career as a player after 
being signed by Portsmouth from the Mag¬ 
pies for £35k in 1981. 

He then moved on to Reading where he 
scored an incredible 184 goals in 362 
games in two spells (1983-1987 and 1988- 
1992) and helping the Royals to two pro¬ 
motions from the old Division Four to 
Division Two (now the Championship). 

In between he played briefly for Watford 
and Middlesbrough where he scored two 
vital goals in Boro's promotion to Division 
One, what is now the Premiership. 

He moved into management in 1995 at 
Weymouth before taking charge at St 
Mary's in 1997 where he stayed three sea¬ 
sons before moving to Bridgwater Town. 

He returned in the summer of 2009 and 


led the club to promotion back to the Tool- 
station Western League Premier Division in 
2010-11 after a seven year break.

ASHLEY Weeks has sensationally walked 
out on Bridport after claiming that as long 
as Trevor Senior was manager of the club he 
wouldn't work with him.
